INSTRUCTIONS    CONCERNING   MEAT   INSPECTION. 

Cleanliness  Required  in  Brine  for  Pickling  Meats. 

From  reports  reaching  the  Washington  office  it  is  evident  that  at  some  establishments 
where  inspection  is  maintained  the  salt  and  water  used  in  the  preparation  of  brine  in 
which  meats  are  to  be  placed  are  not  clean  enough  to  be  used  for  that  purpose  unless 
the  brine  is  filtered  before  it  is  used,  and  as  this  is  not  always  done,  a  large  amount  of 
objectionable  sediment  sometimes  accumulates  in  the  containers  of  pickling  fluid. 
Inspectors  are  therefore  directed  to  require  that  all  such  containers  shall  be  kept 
clean,  and  that  unless  clean  materials  are  used  in  its  preparation  the  brine  itself  shall 
be  properly  filtered  before  its  use  is  permitted  for  the  pickling  of  meats. 

It  also  appears  that  at  some  establishments  brine  is  used  a  second  or  even  a  third 
time  without  sterilization.  This  must  not  be  allowed.  Inspectors  will  require  that 
brine  shall  be  boiled  and  filtered  before  being  again  used  for  the  pickling  of  meats. 

Cleaning  Hogs'  Feet  for  Food  Purposes. 

The  instructions  on  this  subject,  as  given  in  Sen-ice  Announcements  of  November 
15,  page  10,  are  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Hogs'  feet  which  have  been  thoroughly  washed  may,  before  the  hoofs  and  all  of 
the  hair  are  removed,  be  forwarded  to  other  official  establishments  for  preparation  for 
food  purposes;  but  before  the  feet  are  prepared  as  food  products  or  forwarded  to  other 
than  official  establishments  the  hoofs  and  hair  shall  be  removed  and  the  feet  thoroughly 
cleaned.

Dyes  for  Sausage  Casings. 

Referring  to  that  portion  of  Meat  Inspection  Rulings  2A  which  gives  permission 
for  the  use  of  certain  dyes  on  sausages  and  other  casings  when  the  character  of  the 
casing  is  such  that  the  dye  will  not  penetrate  into  the  meat  food  product  contained 
in  the  casing,  the  attention  of  Bureau  employees  is  directed  to  the  following  require- 
ments, which  must  be  met  before  these  colors  can  be  used  in  the  manner  specified  in 
the  rulings: 

1.  None  of  the  colors  mentioned  in  Meat  Inspection  Rulings  2A  may  be  used  unless 
they  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Food  Inspection  Decision  76. 

2.  If  the  proprietors  of  establishments  at  which  inspection  is  maintained  wish  to 
use  any  one  of  these  colors  they  must  submit  to  the  inspector  in  charge  a  sample, 
which  must  be  accompanied  by  the  trade  name  of  the  product  and  a  statement  showing 
that  it  is  part  of  a  batch  of  color  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Food  and 
Drug  Inspection  and  stating  the  "lot  number"  assigned  to  the  batch  by  this  Board. 
(See  Food  Inspection  Decision  77.) 

3.  If  the  proprietors  of  establishments  at  which  inspection  is  maintained  wish  to 
use  mixtures  made  from  these  certified  dyes,  they  must  submit  a  sample  of  the  mixture, 
together  with  the  trade  name  under  which  the  mixture  is  sold  and  a  statement  that 
the  dyes  used  in  making  the  mixture  are  parts  of  certified  lots  of  dyes,  giving  the  lot 
number  of  each  dye  used  in  preparing  the  mixture. 

4.  Inspectors  to  whom  such  samples  are  submitted  will  transmit  these  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and  will  not  permit  the  use  of  these  colors  upon 
meats  or  meat  products  until  notified  that  their  use  is  permitted  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau. 

Copies  of  Food  Inspection  Decisions  76  and  77  have  been  sent  to  inspectors  in  charge 
for  their  information. 

Labels  for  Samples  Submitted  for  Laboratory  Inspection. 

Inspectors  should  inclose  with  samples  of  meat  products  submitted  for  laboratory 
inspection  copies  of  the  trade  labels  used  whenever  possible.  If  the  label  can  not  be 
secured,  the  exact  name  under  which  the  product  is  sold  should  be  stated  on  the 
collector's  report  accompanying  the  sample. 

Reports  of  Condemnations  of  Meats  and  Products  on  Reinspection. 

At  establishments  where  there  are  but  infrequent  condemnations  of  meats  and  meat 
food  products  on  reinspection,  reports  on  I.  D.  Form  113  need  only  be  sent  to  the  Wash- 
ington office  for  the  dates  on  which  condemnations  are  actually  made.  In  all  such 
cases,  however,  it  is  essential  that  on  each  report  reference  should  be  made  to  the  date 
of  the  last  previous  report. 

Carelessness  in  Making  Reports. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  is  again  directed  to  the  carelessness  shown  in 
rendering  reports  of  the  final  examination  of  the  carcasses  of  "suspects "  and  of  retained 
carcasses  (I.  D.  Forms  112B  and  112D).  In  many  cases  no  information  whatever  is 
given  under  the  head  "Location  and  description  of  lesions."  In  other  cases  the  loca- 
tion of  the  lesions  is  given,  but  no  description  of  their  character  and  extent.  Here- 
after all  reports  lacking  this  information  will  be  returned  for  correction. 

Assignment  of  Employees. 

Bureau  employees  who  have  previously  been  in  the  service  of  establishments  hav- 
ing inspection  should  not  be  detailed  to  Bureau  work  in  the  same  establishments  at 
which  they  were  formerly  employed  if  this  can  reasonably  be  avoided.

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"  Carbosepticus  Dip"  a  coat-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Wilbur  Stock  Food 
Company,  Milwaukee,  Wis.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Carbosepticus  Dip  to  61 
gallons  of  water. 

"Carbolene  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  P.  M.  Frank  Disin- 
fecting Company,  New  York.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Carbolene  Dip  to  51 
gallons  of  water. 

uCresyline  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Hunt  Manufacturing 
Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Cresyline  Dip  to  71  gal- 
lons of  water.  x 

"Disinfectol  Dip"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  W.  D.  Carpenter  Com- 
pany, Syracuse,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Disinfectol  Dip  to  62  gallons 
of  water. 

u0.  K.  Animal  Dip"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  The  0.  K.  Stock 
Food  Company,  Chicago,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  O.  K.  Animal  Dip  to 
58  gallons  of  water. 

"Pratt's  Animal  Dip"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Pratt  Food  Com- 
pany, Philadelphia,  Pa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Pratt's  Animal  Dip  to  52 
gallons  of  water. 

"Gold  Coin  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Gold  Coin 
Stock  Food  Company,  St.  Paul,  Minn.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Gold  Coin 
Sheep  Dip  to  73  gallons  of  water.  This  dip  should  not  be  confused  with  Gold  Coin 
Stock  Dip,  the  use  of  which  has  also  been  authorized  in  official  dipping  (Service 
Announcements,  July  15,  p.  12).  Only  those  packages  which  are  labeled  "Gold 
Coin  Sheep  Dip"  may  be  diluted  in  proportion  of  1  gallon  of  Gold  Coin  Sheep  Dip  to 
73  gallons  of  water.  Packages  labeled  Gold  Coin  Stock  Dip  should  be  used  only  in 
the  proportion  of  1  gallon  to  56  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 


REPORTS  DESIRED  ON  STOCK  DIPS. 

The  Bureau  desires  to  obtain  definite  information  concerning  the  efficiency  or  non- 
efficiency  of  coal-tar  creosote  and  cresol  dips  which  are  permitted  in  official  dippings. 
To  this  end  employees  are  requested  to  ascertain  the  results  of  such  dippings  from 
time  to  time  as  opportunity  is  presented  and  forward  reports  on  the  same  to  the  Wash- 
ington office.  Information  relative  to  the  use  of  any  dip  for  either  sheep  or  cattle, 
whether  such  use  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  official  dippings  or  not,  is  also 
desired. 


ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  NOTES. 

Wyoming  Sheep-Breeding  Work. 

The  experiment  of  the  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  Wyoming  Experiment  Sta- 
tion is  rapidly  reaching  a  very  interesting  stage.  There  are  now  in  the  flock  250  ewes, 
obtained  on  the  range  by  careful  selection  from  the  best  flocks.  Four  bucks  already 
at  the  station  were  purchased  from  flocks  in  Washington,  Michigan,  and  Ohio,  and  2 
more  have  been  purchased  from  a  Maryland  flock  and  were  shipped  December  7. 
The  ewes  have  been  divided  into  four  lots  of  between  50  and  60  each  and  one  lot  of 
31,  the  latter  being  the  pick  of  the  entire  flock  and  most  nearly  approaching  the 
desired  type.  Breeding  began  on  December  10.  The  work  is  attracting  much  atten- 
tion among  western  sheep  men. 

Uniform  Classification  for  American  Carriage  Horses. 

The  heavy- harness  committee  of  the  American  Association  of  Trotting  Horse  Breed- 
ers, of  which  the  Animal  Husbandman  of  the  Bureau  is  chairman,  held  a  meeting  at 
Chicago  on  November  18,  at  which  the  work  of  the  past  season  was  discussed.  It 
was  decided  to  continue  the  effort  to  have  State  fairs  establish  a  uniform  classifica- 
tion for  American  carriage  horses  and  to  work  out  a  plan  for  offering  futurity  classes 
at  State  fairs,  State  winners  to  meet  for  the  championship  at  some  central  point. 
Certain  changes  were  considered  in  the  classification  as  set  forth  in  Circular  113  of 
the  Bureau  series.  The  Association  of  State  Fair  Secretaries,  in  session  at  Chicago 
December  5,  voted  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  committee's  classification  at 
each  fair  represented  at  the  meeting. 

Breeding  Reports. 

The  Animal  Husbandman  urges  inspectors  to  get  as  complete  reports  as  possible  on 
the  breeding  of  horses,  cattle,  and  sheep,  as  provided  for  by  the  blanks  distributed 
during  the  summer  and  fall.  The  data  obtained  will  be  of  great  value,  both  scien- 
tifically and  practically.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  Bureau  must  rely  on  the  dili- 
gence of  inspectors  in  distributing  these  blanks  to  get  comprehensive  replies.  The 
reports  on  range-sheep  breeding  are  especially  important.  Inspectors  into  whose 
hands  any  of  these  blanks  may  come  during  the  winter  are  instructed  to  see  that  the 
information  desired  is  obtained,  if  possible. 

Poultry  Investigations. 

The  new  equipment  at  the  Bureau  Experiment  Station,  Bethesda,  Md.,  for  use  in 
the  poultry  investigations  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  use.  At  present  the 
plant  has  a  capacity  of  325  laying  hens,  with  sufficient  range  for  the  rearing  of  young 
stock.  Trap  nests  have  been  installed,  and  records  are  being  kept  of  the  egg  pro- 
duction of  each  hen.  At  the  same  time  a  comparison  of  the  dry  and  moist  mash,  and 
the  hopper  methods  of  feeding  is  being  conducted.  A  comparison  of  the  growth  of 
capons  and  cockerels,  which  was  begun  several  months  ago,  is  still  under  way.  The 
use  of  a  small  amount  of  cotton-seed  meal  to  replace  linseed  meal  in  the  ration  is  being 
attempted  to  determine  whether  this  substance  can  be  fed  to  poultry  in  moderation 
without  harmful  results. 

Mr.  Milo  M.  Hastings,  a  graduate  of  the  Kansas  Agricultural  College,  has  been  ap- 
pointed an  assistant  in  the  Animal  Husbandry  Office  to  study  problems  relating  to 
methods  of  production,  transportation,  and  marketing  of  eggs  and  poultry,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Poultry  Assistant,  Mr.  Slocum.  Mr.  Hastings  had  charge  of  the 
poultry  work  of  the  Kansas  college  for  a  time,  and  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  the 
poultry  and  egg  trade. 


FOREIGN   OPENINGS   IN  ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  AND  VETERINARY  SCIENCE. 

The  government  of  the  State  of  Para,  Brazil,  desires  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  com- 
petent man  to  establish  and  direct,  on  the  island  of  Marajo,  in  that  State,  an  experi- 
ment station  for  the  introduction  of  modern  methods  for  the  improvement  of  native 
cattle,  the  importation  and  acclimatization  of  cattle  from  other  countries,  dairying, 
growing  forage  plants,  etc.  A  man  who  can  speak  either  Spanish,  French,  or  Italian 
in  addition  to  English  is  preferred.     The  applicant  should  state  the  salary  expected. 

The  Government  of  Costa  Rica  desires  to  secure  the  services  of  a  thoroughly  capable 
veterinarian  who  is  conversant  with  the  Spanish  language.

PUNISHMENT  FOR  FRAUD  IN  CIVIL-SERVICE  EXAMINATION. 

The  following  letter  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  published  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Bureau  employees.  The  cooperation  of  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  is 
desired  in  detecting  any  such  frauds  and  in  otherwise  maintaining  the  high  standard  of 
personnel  of  the  Bureau  force. 

United  States  Civil  Service  Commission, 

Washington,  D.  C,  November  SO,  1907. 
The  honorable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture: 

Sir:  The  Commission  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  Department's 
letter  of  May  29,  returning  the  examination  papers  of  Thomas  E.  Walsh,  meat  inspector, 
together  with  copy  of  a  communication  from  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  at  Chicago,  in  which  it  was  alleged  that  Walsh  did  not  take  the  exami- 
nation but  that  another  person  took  it  for  him. 

The  Commission  made  an  investigation  of  this  case  and  found  that  the  statement 
made  by  Doctor  Bennett  was  correct.  Upon  an  investigation  held  by  this  office  Walsh 
admitted  that  Arthur  B.  Bonhomme  took  the  examination  for  him.  A  warrant  was 
thereupon  sworn  out  for  the  arrest  of  Walsh  and  Bonhomme.  They  were  brought 
before  the  United  States  Commissioner,  who  held  them  for  the  grand  jury,  which 
indicted  both  persons  for  violation  of  section  5440  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  The  cases 
came  to  trial  in  the  United  States  District  Court  at  Chicago  on  October  26,  and  Walsh 
and  Bonhomme  were  each  sentenced  by  the  court  to  pay  a  tine  of  $200  and  costs.
